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QUALITY  OF  1946-47  SOYBEAN  CROP  LOVffiST  IN  SE\^R;-L  YEARS 

The  1946-47  soybean  crop  fell  considerably  belov;  the  high  quality  of  the  three 
previous  crop  years,  according  to  reports  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,, 
Only  70  percent  graded  No.  2  or  better  compared  v/ith  92  percent,  88  percent,  and 
86  percent  respectively  for  the  three  years  immediately  preceding*. 

The  total  of  83,726  cars  inspected  during  the  crop  year  1946-47  vras  the  smallest 
in  the  last  three  years  but  larger  than  the  crop  years  1940-43. 

September  1947  inspections  totaled  433  cars,  vrith  60  percent  grading  No.  2  or 
better-.    The  average  for  the  month  of  September  for  the  crop  years  1940-45  was 
850  cars,  with  70  percent  grading  No.  2  or  better. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  September  included  the  equivalent  of  34  cars  inspected 
as  cargo  and  truck  receipts  equal  to  about  37  cars.
